Population estimates released 
by the Southeast Michigan Council 
of Governments (SEMCOG) indi¬ 
cate Romulus is increasing the 
number homes and residents in 
the city despite a difficult job mar¬ 
ket, a lukewarm real estate cli¬ 
mate and a lagging state economy. 

According to the study, 
Romulus has increased popula¬ 
tion by 9.5 percent since 2000, a 
year before the Sept 11 attacks. 
The numbers indicate that the city 
had 22,979 residents and 8,439 
households in 2000, versus 24.274 
residents and 9.237 households in 
2006. 

The study, which is released 
each year, shows a general upward 
trend during the past six years in 
population and households, which

The Romulus Community 
Schools will receive a 
Comprehensive Schools Grant for 
a third and final year 

The grant funds, which are 
awarded by the U.S. Department 
of Education, are awarded to 
schools that can demonstrate a 
need for improved technology, 
and can also show that those 
improvements will aid children 
in learning 

To date, Romulus Community 
Schools has received more than 
$2.16 million in grant funds, said 
Barb Knight, the grant coordina¬ 
tor for Merriman Elementary 
School. 

“The Romulus Schools have 
received more than 15,000 hours 
of professional development,” as 
a result of the funds, she said. 

More than just adding new 
computers to classrooms, the 
schools reform grant encourages 
educators to implement technolo¬ 
gy that will allow them to better 
assess student progress. To meet 
that goal, the schools partnered

Some community officials are 
concerned that Proposal 5 may 
help Michigan school districts at 
the cost of everyone else. 

The education ballot initiative 
would require the State of 
Michigan to provide annual fund¬ 
ing increases at the rate of infla¬ 
tion to local public K-12 schools, 
intermediate school districts, 
community colleges and higher 
education institutions. 

It would also require the state 
to fund any deficiencies in the 
school aid fund from the general 
fund; allow base funding for 
school districts with declining 
enrollment to use a three year 
average; cap retirement fund 
contribution for public schools, 
community colleges and univer¬ 
sities and require the state to pay 
the remaining portioa 

“I understand why K-12 sup¬ 
porters want to see this proposal 
happen, but I’m concerned with 
the finite pool of money,” said 
Cindy King, supervisor of Van 
Buren Township. “It could mean 
less funding for local government 
and that’s obviously a concern.” 
Township officials aren’t the

only ones worried. 

State Sea Bruce Patterson (R- 
Canton) said investing in educa¬ 
tion is important, but the propos¬ 
al would hurt cities and town¬ 
ships. 

“This will kiss state shared 
revenue goodbye and I think 
that’s a mistake,” he said. 
“Education is a hot button issue, 
but it has enough merit to stand 
on its own. This is asking to give 
up everything else, like roads, 
police, corrections and Medicaid 
funding. Part of our task is to sell 
the quality of life in Michigaa” 

Patterson said 40 percent of 
the state budget is already spent 
directly on education. He said 
that would hinder legislatures. 

“It’s the job of the legislature 
to exercise discretion and collab¬ 
orate with the executive branch 
to determine the right amount of 
funding,” said Patterson. 


Proposal 5 would also reduce 
the funding gap between school 
districts that receive lower per 
pupil foundation than others. If 
approved, it would take effect 
during the 2006-2007 school year. 

Districts like the Van Buren 
Public Schools would reap the 
benefits of improving their finan¬ 
cial situation, according to Nick 
Armelagos, director of business 
for the school district 

“We know if this passes it will 
send us from being in a deficit 
position,” he said. “It’s a predic¬ 
tion of the future, but it guaran¬ 
tees that foundation allowance 
would increase by the rate of 
inflation. 

“Another key part is capping 
the retirement rate. Now, Van 
Buren is paying 17.74 percent 
and with the proposal passing it 
would kick back to 1487 percent 
Retirement costs are a huge part 


of our budget” he added. 

Since about 90 percent of the 
school district’s budget is labor, 
holding the retirement rate 
steady would mean about $1 mil¬ 
lion in savings in a year, 
Armelagos said. 

“On top of that we’re getting a 
foundation allowance increase 
that would give us an additional 
$1.5 million,” he said. “For Van 
Buren this proposal is a posi¬ 
tive.” 

Proposal 5 provides guaran¬ 
teed funding for various levels of 
education regardless of the 
state’s fiscal condition. However, 
the annual inflationary increase 
may require reductions to other 
programs financed by the gener¬ 
al fund, such as health care, cor¬ 
rections and assistance to the 
poor, especially if state revenues 
fail to grow with inflation. 

King said it’s not a matter of 
supporting schools and public 
education, but the potential loss 
to other governmental funding. 

“I feel we’ve taken our fair 
share of hits already so it is a 
matter of fairness,” she said. “If 
the taxes collected in the state 
improve then maybe it’s not a 
bad thing, but it could come at 
the expense of others and local 


government state shared revenue 
could be one of those things.” 

Armelagos agreed that even 
though he’s in support of 
Proposal 5, he’s not certain how 
communities will be affected or if 
the state can even afford this. 

“It’s good for the schools, but 
as a citizen you have to look at 
the big picture,” Armelagos said. 
“There will either have to be an 
increase in revenue, an increase 
in sales tax revenue or cuts in 
spending somewhere else.”

Belleville Arts Council to host lectures 


The Belleville Area Council for the Arts 
will host a community enrichment series dur¬ 
ing November 

The free lectures will take place at 7:30 
p.m. on Nov. 2,9 and 16 at the Belleville Area 
Museum. The events will explore the rich cul¬ 
tural heritage of Wayne County through lec¬ 
ture and slide presentations. The theme is 
“Gems of Detroit” with speakers Marcy 
Heller Fisher, Nick Reszetar and Janet 
Anderson. 

On Nov. 2, the topic will be “Michigan 
Adorned: The Architectural Legacy of the 
Pewabic Pottery.” Fischer will present a visu¬ 
al feast of historic and contemporary 
Pewabic tile installations that grace some of 
the most important edifices in Michigan. She 
will also discuss the evolving philosophy of 
art as a public value, the arts and crafts move¬ 
ment, the Great Depression, the New Deal 
and World War II and today and its current 
structure as a non-profit educational and cul¬ 
tural institution. 

The Nov. 9 topic will be “Decaying Decor 
Detroit’s Michigan Central Railroad Station.” 
Through his photographs and research, 
Reszetar will give detailed history with an in- 


depth look at aesthetic aspects of the continu¬ 
ing decline of Detroit’s greatest ruins. It will 
include the tactile details of melting, 
hand-made plaster ornaments, the gritty 
dis-layering of limestone carvings and 
the heartbreak of smashed and faded 
marble. It will also include Reszetar’s 
photographs, the shear beauty of lost 
craftsmanship, the heavy cost of urban 
disinvestments on our culture’s psyche 
and the reasons we should take notice of 
this building before it is gone. 

On Nov. 16, the lecture will be “Belle 
Isle: Island in the City.” Anderson—a 
lifelong Detroit resident and professed 
urbanist—will talk about her book on 
the history and art of Belle Isle. Her 
grandfather was the first curator of the 
Belle Isle Zoo and other members of her 
family were involved in the Friends of 
Belle Isle. Anderson has a Ph. D. in poli¬ 
cy analysis and is also an athlete, poet 
and choir member. She works for the 
City of Detroit in the budget department 
and as a part-time teacher at Wayne 
State University.

assistance to keep current matters up to 
date and also be available to the auditors 
for questions, he said 

The first phase will include assessing 
the books and records, as well as research¬ 
ing the remaining issues related to the 


June 30,2005 financial statement audit and

Next, accounting work to complete both 
the 2005 and 2006 fiscal years will be done.

which helped them implement a computer 
program called the Integrated Learning 
System. This system also teachers to specifical¬ 
ly identify what a student may not understand 
before moving forward 

This allows instructors to address any prob¬ 
lems before a student becomes overwhelmed, 
said Dawn Sims, the schools reform coordina¬ 
tor at Halecreek Elementary. 

“The special server allows teachers to mon¬ 
itor each student’s progress. If the teacher 
notices that several students are having diffi¬ 
culties with the same type of problem, the 
teacher can freeze all student screens and give 
instructive explanation on individual comput¬ 
ers or a large drop down screen,” she said 
The comprehensive schools reform grant 
dollars are being utilized at all elementary 
school buildings and at Romulus Middle 
School Each school has been equipped with 
35 computers, which are set up in dedicated 
computer laboratories. 

Keeping a handle on student progress is 
more important than ever before. Because of 


changes put into place by the federal No Child 
Left Behind Act improvement in student per¬ 
formance must be improved by 10 percent 
each year in math, writing, reading, science 
and social studies. 

Molly McGlynn, the program coordinator at 
Romulus Middle School, said the Integrated 
Learning System aids in meeting that goal. 

“Another way teachers can use technology 
to improve instruction is by examining stu¬ 
dents results on standard tests such as the 
MEAP (Michigan Education Assessment 
Program) and our local pre-and post-tests,” she 
said. “Teachers can see the percentage of 
incorrect answers to questions and design 
lessons that will help future student perfor¬ 
mance.” 

Implementing the program at Wick and 
Merriman elementary schools has had an 


added side effect Knight said. The facilities, 
which host after-school activities in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Boys and Girls Clubs, utilize the 
computers for educational activities while stu¬ 
dents wait to be picked up from school. 

The Comprehensive School Reform grant 
program was set up by the U.S. Department of 
Education to help schools make inroads in 
terms of technology usage. It was signed into 
law as part of the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act 

Appropriations for the program were cut 
for 2006 because of budget constraints, but 
$145 million was set aside for 2006, according 
to the department In 2005, $205 million was 
appropriated. 

More .than 1,800 schools in the United 
States have collected grant funding since the 
program began.

homes under development or slated for devel¬ 
opment in the city.

FYed Warblow, 81, and Darrel Ibach, 
71, have accomplished a lot in their lives.

They will receive their high school

This year both Warblow and Ibach get 
to walk in the Belleville High School 
graduation ceremony at Eastern 
Michigan University. 

Ibach said it would have never hap¬ 
pened without the help of his son, Darrel

“When he heard I never received my 
high school diploma, Darrel wrote a letter 
to the school district and got things into 
action,” said Ibach. “It always bothered 
me because I came so close to graduating 
but never got that diploma” 

Ibach should have graduated with the 
class of 1954, but decided to drop out just 
three weeks before graduation. He 
attempted to go into the military, but 
couldn’t fulfill the medical requirements. 
Instead, Ibach choose a route in the auto¬ 
motive area where he owned D & R gas 
station in Romulus, D&R Auto Parts in 
Belleville and then Pro-Tech Auto 
Auction.

My mouth was dry, my eyes pinched at the cor¬ 
ners. My heart pounded in a quick steady rhythm 
with almost enough force to rattle my shirt 

There were open seats in the hallway on the sec¬ 
ond floor of the 35th District Court, but I didn’t want 
to sit down. No, I wanted to keep moving; I’ve felt 
that way ever since the fateful night two weeks ago 
when I was arrested for drunken driving I couldn’t 
sit still. I needed constant motioa 

This then, was stress. 

It might seem strange that, at 37,1 would just 
now identify these symptoms. I’ve been through 
stressful situations before, of course. I’ve moved 
across the country with nothing but a loaded up 
Bronco to my name. I moved back with nothing but 
a loaded up Escort, which speaks to how well that 
little adventure turned out I was in the room when 
my son, Henry, came screaming into the world. I 
edit a chain of newspapers—hardly a low-stress 
occupatioa 

That’s nothing, really. This was the first time I 


felt excessive stress, or at least 
the first time I acknowledged it 
And I didn’t feel this for 
myself—my fate most likely had already been 
sealed—but for my family. 

Today was D-Day. 

I paced the courthouse hallway, my head a tan¬ 
gle of thoughts. 

This is a first time offense, an aberration of 
behavior. Would that matter? 

I’ve learned the lesson. It won’t happen again. 
I’m dedicated to that already. This wouldn’t do any¬ 
thing now but punish my family. Would that matter? 

My arguments sounded trite to my own ears. My 
requests for leniency would probably sound the 
same as anyone else’s. Would my clean record mat¬ 
ter? 

No. 

“One of the purposes of the district court is to 
distinguish between the people that might just have 
made a one-time mistake and those that have a 
string of evil in them, or a real problem,” said Judge

Although some probably found it entertaining 
to watch Canton devastate Northville, 70-14, in the 
homecoming game last FYiday, one school stood 
out above all others. 

Inkster High School went outside the lines and

Fbr Wayne Titus, the numbers 
are staggering. 

“A child dies every 15 sec¬ 
onds,” he said. “That’s about 20 
jumbo jets a day crashing.” 

Titus, the president of the 
Northville Rotary Club, was talk¬ 
ing about the mortality rate in 
Central America, where a preva¬ 
lence of waterborne illness pre¬ 
vents any kind of progress. He’s 
been to Honduras and is travel¬ 
ing back there in November 

“You go there, you learn about 
the countries, you fall in love 
with the people that are there— 
and your heart gets broken,” he 
said. “You can’t stand the thought 
of how these people have to live.” 

Titus has united with other 
Rotaiy presidents in the area to 
organize The Agua Project, or 
TAR which is an effort to supply 
each home in Honduras and El 
Salvador with a biological sand 
filter—a simple, efficient and 
inexpensive contraption that 
would provide a family clean 
water for a lifetime. 

“There is water available, at 
least,” said Titus of the areas 
afflicted. “Now, it’s a matter of fil¬ 
tering out the biological agents 
that make you ill” 

The filters are about 35 
pounds each, and they don’t use 


any chemicals or electricity, so 
they don’t need any intensive 
maintenance. At the top of the 
sand is a fine layer called the 
“Schmutzdecke,” which consists 
of bacteria, fungi, and other small 
biological life forms. Water that 
passes down through the 
Schumtzdecke is purified when 
the bacteria and fungi absorb 
and metabolize any harmful 
organic material. 

To raise money for the bio-fil- 
ters, the Rotarians are hosting 
Bowling For TAP in November. 
The event will take place on Nov. 
11 at the Super Bowl in Cantoa 
There are several sponsorship 
levels offered, starting at $300. 

“Part of Rotary’s mission state¬ 
ment is that we promote world 
peace,” said Martha Snow, presi¬ 
dent of Canton Rotary. “The 
belief is that if people’s basic 
needs are being met, then they 
will be a more peaceful people.” 

Titus and Plymouth Rotary 
President Jan Eisen had already 
been involved in clean water pro¬ 
jects for Honduras and El 
Salvador. People in those coun¬ 
tries just represent a fraction of 
the 1.1 billion worldwide who 
don’t have access to clean water 
“Once they started talking 
about it, it was like, ‘end of dis¬ 
cussion,”’ said Greg Greene, pres¬ 
ident of Livonia AM. Rotary. 
Once, the cost and construc¬ 


tion of sand filters prohibited any 
widespread relief efforts. New 
patents have paved the way to 
more lightweight versions of the 
filter, though. 

“The idea’s been around a 
long time,” said Titus. 

Filter projects in Honduras 
have seen progress, which can be 
measured by the amount of chil¬ 
dren making it through school. 

“The schools don’t thrive 
because the kids are always sick 
or pass away before they actually 
go to school,” said Eisea 

The project is a joint venture 
of the Plymouth, Plymouth AM., 
Canton, Northville, Livonia, 
Livonia A.M., and Fairlane 
Sunrise clubs. 

“Some clubs can do more 


because they’ve got more people, 
more resources,” said Greene. 
He’s one of eight Rotarians that 
make up the Livonia AM. club. 
Fbr the TAP fundraiser, he’s one 
of 250 people who have been 
finding sponsors, organizing tick¬ 
et sales and coordinating with 
the venue.

That is, in fact, where its real power 
lies. Beneath it’s gloss of humor, the film 
touches on several sore spots within 
American politics. Some of points raised 
are, if not new, at least well expressed and

illusions and the 
reality of power. 
With a month 
before the elec¬ 
tions, it’s a little 
scary, actually. 

But don’t 
worry. Although 
the film isn’t 
exactly reticent 
about express¬ 
ing its political 
views, they are 
tucked in far 
enough into the 
storyline that a 
viewer who sim¬ 
ply wants to 
enjoy the humor 
without drowning in deeper meaning 
should be fine. The depth is there, but that 
doesn’t mean that audiences will need to 
ponder it 

The well-made film, which is rated PG- 
13, also stars Laura Linney and Jeff 
Goldblum. It was produced and directed 
by Barry Levison, who has created such 
films as Wag the Dog, Good Morning 
Vietnam, and Rain Man. 


problem is that 
matters progress beyond sim¬ 
ply campaigning and getting his message 
out there; he actually gets elected and has 
to take strides into a world he had never 
seen from that perspective. 

The end result is a tun, if occasionally 
vicious, satire of contemporary politics 
that should be fairly obvious to anyone 
who watches the 
news or reads a 
newspaper. Is it 
rocket science? No. 

We’ve already seen 
this, in a more 
naive fashion, in 
films such as Mr. 

Smith Goes to 
Washington and in 
even more jaded 
movies like Wag the 
Dog. It is, however, 
truly funny as the 
worlds of Jon 
Stewart and Jimmy 
Stewart seem to 
mesh into a slightly 
bizarre alternative 
reality. I’m person¬ 
ally a big fan of 
Dobbs’s call to 
action that would require all political fig¬ 
ures to have the names of their financial 
backers emblazoned openly on their cloth¬ 
ing, NASCAR-style. 

At the same time, the movie remains 
more than slightly unsettling. Dobbs’s 
manager, Jack Menken (Christopher 
Walken), mentions at one point that the 
American public will vote for anyone who 
sounds different from the usual inter¬ 


Man of the Year may surprise audiences 
who expect a rollicking comedy. 

They will get more than they bargain 
for with this film which is humorous with¬ 
out being quite as laugh-out-loud funny as 
anticipated. The movie more than made 
up for that slight surprise, though, with 
actual depth and an unexpectedly strong 
plot 

Tom Dobbs (Robin Williams) is a come¬ 
dian with his own late night talk show that 
allows him to find humor in the misdeeds, 
missteps, and general incompetence of 
some politicians and aspects of the gov¬ 
ernment During one of his Jon Stewart¬ 
like shows, an audience member suggests 
that Dobbs himself could be just what the 
American public needs in the Oval Office 
to eliminate the cronyism, corruption, and 
overall sliminess in the world of politics. 

Dobbs echoes her words, passing the 
matter off as a joke. That joke, however, 
refuses to die and a grassroots following is 
bom. Eventually, even Dobbs begins to 
actually consider the possibility. 

There’s an old quip generally attributed 


to George Bums that says it is too bad that 
all of the people who really know how to 
run the country are busy driving taxis and 
cutting hair. In today’s world, however, I 
believe that the greatest —or perha 
worst— ‘second guessers’ host television 
shows and write newspaper columns. As 
individuals caught between the 
heart and the fringe of the 
world of politics, such peo¬ 
ple can see problems with 
the existing political sys¬ 
tem others might not 
notice. It certainly 
seems to hold true for 
Dobbs, who has made 
a living lobbing witty 
barbs about the foibles 
of politicos to apprecia¬ 
tive audiences, as he 
decides that rather than 
simply mock the decisions 
of others he wants to cam¬ 
paign himself and lead by exam¬ 
ple to show the world how politics is 
done.

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Yankee Air Museum continues fundraising effort

A sad milestone was marked at the 
Yankee Air Museum. 

It’s been two years since the fire nearly 
destroyed the museum and, instead of cele¬ 
brating its 25th anniversary, officials said 
they are 25-years-old, going on 2. 

“It’s certainly a bittersweet anniversary,” 
said Jon Stevens, vice-president of the 
Yankee Air Museum in Belleville. 
“Because of the fire we’ve had to recreate 
ourselves and since then we’ve moved for¬ 
ward quite a bit” 

Museum officials, along with their sister 
origination—the Michigan Aerospace 
Foundation—are still working to create 
better facilities and bring more artifacts to 
the aviation showplace. 

The Oct 9,2004 fire may have destroyed 
the museum hangar and thousands of pho¬ 
tos, books and World War II memorabilia, 
but the public has stepped forward and 
donations have poured in, Stevens said. 

“It’s amazing how people just said ‘what 
can I do to help?’ That’s the most reward¬ 
ing part of the process,” he said.

And not to be outdone, McCormick and Anger chopped the chicken 
into a fine dice, added diced chicken livers, spices, onion and 
wrapped the mixture in puff pastry garnished with a chutney made 
from the mandarin oranges. 

The judges swooned. 

These three teams were the best of the best who competed in semi 
final events at the farm during the summer

4 mini pumpkins (about the size of a tennis ball) 
olive oil

Heat gravy with peas and carrots and pour over hot puff 
pastry when served. Makes 4 to 6 servings. 

Note: This recipe is very versatile and can be changed and 
added to based on personal tastes. The use of fresh herbs, such 
as tarragon, rosemary or basil will enhance and change the 
flavor. The chicken livers are optional and the cheese can be 
selected as one prefers. As an example, cream cheese, Swiss, 
parmesan or a combination thereof is a tasty addition.
